Payroll:
This consists of direct EPA personnel charges for time spent by EPA employees in, among other
activities, reviewing and commenting on deliverables and overseeing Settling Defendants
adherence to the requirements of the AOC. See attached Payroll sections (Regional +
Headquarters) of EPA’s Itemized Cost Summary.

Total Payroll Costs: $ 93,347.49

Travel:
This includes costs paid by EPA for travel (Regional + Headquarters) largely related to the
National Remedy Review Board’s review meeting related to the Site.

Travel Costs $ 6,307.93

Contract Lab Program (CLP)
This includes costs paid by EPA for analytical work performed under the CLP.
CLP Costs $ 2.18

Response Action Contract — (RAC2)

This item consists of costs paid by EPA in connection with work performed by Camp, Dresser &

McKee (“CDM?”) for oversight of ISP’s performance of the work required under the AOC.
CDM Costs: $ 19,029.32

Other Expenditures (OTH)
This includes costs paid by EPA for ENSOFTEK to perform records management and document

control of Site-related documents.
ENSOFTEK Costs $ 3,170.20

State Cooperative Agreement (SCA)
This represents costs paid by EPA to the New Jersey Department of Environmental Protection to
perform review of Site-related documents and to adv1se EPA on the Site’s RI/FS.

SCA Costs: $ 26,047.00

Indirect Costs:
Indirect Costs are disbursements from the Superfund for the operation and management of the
Superfund Program which are not direct costs (i.e., disbursements recorded in individual
Superfund site accounts in EPA's financial management system). Indirect costs are allocated to
particular Superfund sites by means of a methodology established by EPA Headquarters. See
attached worksheet for calculation of indirect costs.
